The entire kitchen and store room section at the rear 
of the building was destroyed, and the blaze was prevented 
‘rom gutting the building, authorities said, only by the plast- 

sr~board partition between the burned section and the main 


wortion of the club. 

Julian Harvey, operator of the 
club, estimated his loss in stock and 
equipment, as well as the rear por- 
ion of the building which he had 
-onstructed, at about $5,000. He was 

rotected by insurance, Mr. Harvey 
jaid. 


Damage in the soda fountain and 
anteen near the main entrance, 
und to the lounges and game rooms 
ras caused mostly by smoke and 
vater. Some damage was inflicted 


to one wall as a necessary part of 
ghting the blaze. San Francisco 
iremen had the fire under control 
hortly after the alarm was sound- 
1d ati 5:28 am. Saturday. Within 
an hour the fire was out. 


The blaze was so hot that glass 
in picture frames and in refrigera- 
or doors was melted. Glassware in 
the soda fountain was melted out 
of shape, and many of the utensils 
in the kitchen were twisted by the 
heat. Among other things destroyed 
were compressors and motors which 
operated the several refrigerating 
units in the biulding. 


A complete loss to Marvin Drey- 
er, manager of the club, was a set 
of Merchant Marine uniforms and 


caps, and civilian clothing which 


1@ had stored with some of the 
‘tock in a@ rear ‘pare of the build- 
Ing. 

Mr. Harvey expects to reopen the 
lub within two weeks, depending 
{pon how soon rebuilding and re- 
yairs can be made.

There are tennis courts, «a bad- 
minton court, horseshoe and vol- 
ley ball courts, and table tennis 
facilities. Birch lake is right at 
the camp’s door, and is ideal for 
swimming, with its average tem- 
perature of 76 degrees.

All these schools are for 
pupils from the ‘kindergarten thru 
high sixth grade. 


To be eligible for entrance in 
the kindergarten, a child must 
have been born on or before De- 
cember 1, 1940. To be eligible for 
first grade entrance the child 
must have been born on or before 
December 1, 1939. 


It is advisable, say the school 
principals, for parents to bring the 
child’s birth certificate, baptismal 
record or hospital record to school 
on the first day in order to verify 
the date of birth.

It will have a 
small porch at the front, which will 
probably be decorated in a color 
to contrast with the white stucco 
finish. 

Construction of the church will 
go ahead under direction of the 
San Francisco Housing Authority, 
with the Martinelli Construction 
Company of San Francisco doing 
the work. Total cost of this first 
unit will be $10,620. 

The church will be operated by 
the San Francisco-San Mateo 
Church Extension Society. It will 
be located just west of the new the- 
ater at Ridge Point.
